A F£W IXTERESTISO UXPOBLISHED J-AOTS EX- 


E5IPLIFY1NG DIS COWARDICE. 


There are some important facts in the 


history of this very conspicuous and very 
despicable person, which have not yet been 
made known to the American public at 
large, and which seem to me to be worth 
communicating to the world, through the 
newspaper press. They are interesting and 
instructive, especially at the present time, as 
illustrating and demonstrating his charac- 
ter ; and eonseqeuntly, to some extent, the 
characters of those.who, well knowing him, 
selected him as the Nena Sahib of the south- 
ern Sepoy mutiny. 


It ;bas been repeatedly announced that 


Jefferson Davis will command tho southern 
Sepoys in person, in the campaign now 
commencing. I hope he will lead the way 
on their first battle . field, for I mean to be 
there myself. 
But I very much doubt 


whether Mr. Davis has the courage to ex- 
pose himself to the peculiar risks—not of 
immediate death, but of capture—which he 
would incur in that position. 
Some of 


"our boys" are bound to "have his carcass" 
alive, if it costs a thousand of their lives. 


By the way, if Jeifersou Davis should 


lead the secession army in person, it is to 
D3 hoped thut his memory (or courage) 
won't fail :him as it did at the battle of 
Buena Vista, when he omitted to give the 
third and essential command to throw his 
regiment into solid square : "By the right 
and left of flank battalions ! To tlie color, 
march !" The consequence of this hiatits 
vale defflnndtis was that the regiments were 
left spread in the form of a V to receive 
the charge of 4,000 Mexican cavalry, conv 
ing down on them in full career, on tho 
slopes of the Buena Vista. The survivora 
of that regiment know that nothing saved 
them from annihilation but their long prac- 
ticed,, deadly marksmanship with rifles. 


Perhaps it was well1 for Jefferson Davi.s 


that Zachary Taylor was his father-in-law, 
though unwillingly so. A sterner and more 
Brutus like commander might have ordered 
a court martial on the spot, that would 
have condemned him to have been shot for 
cowardice or moral incompetency. 


In my opinion Jefferson Davis should- 


have been court martialed for his disgrace- 
ful misconduct in that battle, as soon as il 
was decided. Perhaps he would have been, 
but for his peculiar relations to Zachary. 
Taylor, whose daughter lie married by 
stealth, in opposition to the expressed wish- 
es and positive commands of his father.— 
Gen. 
(then Col.) Taylor said to his daugh- 


ter, "If you marry Lieut. Davis, .1 will nev- 
er see your face again, dead or alive." The 
infatuated girl, nevertheless, eloped with 
Davis; who bad taken advantage of the pat 
ronage of his commanding officer, and vio- 
lated the laws of hospitality by secretly gain- 
ing the affections of his daughter. In such 
abhorrence did Zachary Taylor hold Davis, 
that he kept his word with a firmness that 
may be deemed pitiless cruelty. "When, in 
the course of time, his disobedient daughter 
lay on her dsath-bed, she sent to him a pen- 
itent message, entreating him to visit her, 
that she might die in peace, with her fath- 
er's blessing, or his forgivness, the stern re- 
ply of the inoxorable old man was : I warn 
ed you that if ever you married that man, I 
would never see you againfliving or :dead, 
and Ineuer will." 
And so the unfortunate 


lady died, unblest and nnforgiven by him. 


When Davis came under the immediate 


command of his father-in-law in the Mexi- 
can war, Gen. Taylor refused to recognize; 
him in any way, except officially, as in giv- 
ing orders, and in other matters of purely 
military form and duty. 


There was a two fold obstacle to Taylor's 


performance of his duty in the Buona Vistu 
matter. Davis was his son-in-law, and was 
at the same time, known to be the object-of 
his hatred and abhorrence. He could not 
well have escaped suspicion of bad motives 
or personal feeling, in either view. 


A friend to whom I read the foregoing a 


short time since, gave me the following 
sketch of Davis' relations to an -old Missis- 
sippian, renowned for .desperate and reckr 
less courage : 
• 


Alexander McClung often proved him- 


self, on the battle-field and on the duelling 
ground, a man of dauntless and unsurpassed 
valor, showing an absolute contempt for 
death on every occasion that presented.—= 
He killed many men with his own hand, and 
finally shot himself in the head. 


I happened to be in constant communi- 


cation with Col. A. B, McClung, of Missis- 
sippi, in 1S49 and 1850, and had almost 
daily conversation with him in relation to 
prominent Mississippians. As a matter of 
course, Jeff.Davis was frequently named, anil 
for him McClung entertained the most su; 
preme contempt. He said that Jeff, was 
not a man of true courage—that he wished 
to be regarded as a duelist; but in giving 
a challenge, would always cast about for a 
rion-conibatant, and would exercise enough 
prudence to creep out of accepting one 
from an antagonist who had not a great nd; 
vantage. McClnng said, on one occasion : 
" I am very sorry I ever fought a duel.— 


It is not a pleasant business; and yet I 
would like to fight one more, with one 
man, 


and that man is Jefforson Davis, because 1 
think the United States will be better off 
without him. He will not fight me, he is 
too great a coward; In fact, he is not 
now. 


never was, and never will be a brave man, 
in the true sense of the word. He is a cbin- 
gerous and wily politician, loaded down 
with vanity and self-conceit, wishing only 
for his own figgrandizeraent, and he cares 
not at what expense or how many desolate 
households. 
Ho thinks of himself, and 


himself only, and I should not be surprised 
to find him; one of these days, taking such 
a step in public as will place his neck in a 
halter, for he is a bad man and a scoundrel, 
and I have frequently denounced him as 
such before the people of Mississippi; and 
the dirty poltroon and1 artful villain never 
had ths courage to resent it."

The Unionists of Kentucky have succeed 


ed, tlms far, in preventing that state from 
joining the secession confederacy, although 
. a large minority of her people are in favor 
of it, and their governor, Magoffin, has tried 
every art to produce this result. The Un- 
on men are, however, divided in their policy 
—some of them, a majority, perhaps, are 
preaching peace and neutrality, while oth 
era are openly in favor of aiding the gener- 


" al government in putting down treason.— 
With counsels thus divided, there has been 
danger that the bold and unscrupulous se- 
cessionists may precipitate the state into 
secession. 
The peace policy must be aban 


doned. The progress of events will make 
this necessary very soon. It is through 
Kentucky, by way of Louisville, that the 
rebels of Tennessee and Mississippi receive 
at tuis time their food and supplies from 
the northwest, the embargo being strict at 
Cairo. 
It will, therefore, soon be necessary 


to stop the leak at Louisville. The govern- 
ment cannot prevent the sale of produce to 
the south through one avenue, and allow 
it free exit through another. 
The Tennes- 


seeans declare that they will take posses- 
sion of the Kentucky railroad leading to 
their state, if the supply of provisions is cut 
ofF. Thus the question of Kentucky neu- 
trality most soon be tested practically, and 
then we shall know whether the "peace Un- 
ionists :' are really for the Union or not. 


A Patriotic lioau. 


The New York Tribune proposes to sup- 


ply the immediate wants of the treasury by- 
a patriotic loan, in small amounts, from the 
people. The amount to be one hundred 
thousand dollars, and to bear interest at the 
rate of ten per cent., redeemable after two 
years. Subscription lists might be left at 
the post offices and customhouses through- 
oat the patriotic states, and the certificates 
issued for coin, after notice that the bids 
are accepted. 


Although this is a high rate of interest, 


yett he government now sacrifices fifteen 
per cent, upon six per cent, stock, and it is 
quite certain that the proposed loan would 
be taken immediately at par. 
We have 


heretofore expressed ourselves in favor of 
such a loan. It would permit persons of 
small means to show their devotion to the 
country, and stimulate patriotic sentiments 
among all classes ; it would call forth and 
put in circulation large quantities of coin, 
which is undoubtedly hoarded even here in 
the west, where money is in such demand, 
because the most cautious would have con- 
fidence in it j the certificates would, if is- 
sued in amounts of $50 and $100, form a 
medium of exchange and circulation thro'. 
out the country, which would be of vast im- 
portance to commercial operations. 
But 


the great benefit of such a lean would result 
from unlocking the private specie deposits, 
and emptying the old stockings of those who 
hoard in small amounts for a " rainy day." 


The success of such a loan would place 


the government in immediate funds to crush 
the wicked rebellion without delay, which is 
now damaging the industrial pursuits of the 
country many millions every week. We 
hope congress will, when it meets on the 
4th of July, authorize a patriotic loan of 
this description without delay. 


THE REGIMENTS—THEIR LOCATION.—The 


3d regiment, we understand, will be encamp- 
ed at .Fond du Lac, the 4th at Racine, the 
5th at Janesville, and the 6th at Prairie du 
Chien or Milwaukee, with the chances in 
favor of the former place. It does strike 
us very forcibly that the same policy which 
dictates calling companies from their sev- 
eral localities and forming them into regi- 
ments, dictates that the regiments be kept 
together, at least in brigades. 
And, how- 


ever agreeable or profitable it may be for 
different sections to have a regiment of nol- 
diers in their midst, the objects for which 
the soldiers have been called out should 
overrule all other considerations.—Milwau- 
kee Sentinel.

Moreover, 
we think that the present fault finding is a 
poor acknowledgement of the favors already 
bestowed upon the city by the Governor at 
the risk of complaints from other sections 
of the state.

Information from tue Soutn. 


We yesterday had the pleasure of a con 


versation with one of our citizens who 
left the southern part of Texas last week 
after several mouths residence there. Hi 
came to New Orleans by steamship, ane 
thence to Janesville by railroad, passing 
over the New Orleans and Jackson j the 
Mississippi Central and the Mobile and Ohio 
railroads until he reached the free states.— 
This route took him east of Memphis, the 
nearest point to that city he touched at be 
ing about forty miles. 


"Our informant reports the state of feeling 


in the whole section of country as very much 
excited; military companies are every where 
drilling, and nothing but military move 
ments are seen. Camps have been formei 
at distances of forty or fifty miles apart, anc 
the companies go into them as soon as ful 
ly organized. 
No 'state troops, however, 


will be taken out of Texas, as they are re- 
quired at home to supply the place of the 
U. S. troops driven out of the forts on the 
frontier. 
Much apprehension is felt in that 


state of trouble from Montgomery and his 
Kansas volunteers, the Indians and the 
Mexicans. From Houston alone,, with a 
population of about 6,000, 400 men had 
been sent to guard the exposed points in 
the state. 
Trouble is also anticipated from 


a want of provisions. All the southern 
part of the state is dependent upon New 
Orleans, and as the Mississippi has been 
blockaded, the usual supply will be cut 'off 
from that source. The completion of the 
railroad lately in process of construction 
would have remedied this disaster, but the 
work on the road has besn stopped, and it 
is no condition to be used. 


Ordinary business is completely prostra- 


ted in the south. In New Orleans, when 
our informant passed through it, not a ves- 
sel was loading or discharging. Anything 
of business or travel that is doing partakes 
of a military character. 
On the train in 


which he left New Orleans, there were 1,000 
men going into camp forty miles above the 
city. The whole distance up the river the 
greatest activity .in military movements was 
apparent! He estimates, from what he saw 
and heard, that 60,000 troops were under 
drill between New Orleans and Columbus, 
Ky. These troops are well armed, well 
provisioned, fierce for a fight, and absolute- 
ly confident of whipping thfi northerners.— 
It was reported that there were 5,000. men 
well armed in Memphis and its vicinity.^- 
With the exception of Texas, no fear is felt 
of a scarcity of food, though the supply will 
3e less abundant than usual, as very heavy 
supplies were purchased in anticipation of 
,he existing state of things. There is, how- 
ever, a general feeling of ^'regret that the 
jest men of the south are to be compelled 
to encounter the worthless population of 
the northern cities which the respectable 
northern citizens desire to get rid of.— 
(Some of these delusions will be dispelled 
when the " chivalry" of the south make a 
closer acquaintance with their northern op- 
ponents.) 


While in Texas, our informant was not 


molested or questioned concerning his po- 
litical opinions, the immediate place of his 
location being for some reason exempted 
from that sort of discipline. But elsewhere 
the entire community was enrolled, and any 
man who refused to enlist in the service of 
the state had a notice to leave, quite as em- 
phatic as polite. 


At Jackson, Miss., the baggage of pass- 


engers on the train was examined. This 
is a general rule with all travelers arriving 
and departing from that place. 
Our in- 


formant escaped an inspection of his per- 
sonal effects by being late at the train and 
there being no time to give attention to his 
individual case. 


As the result of his observation and in- 


formation, our informant anticipates a 
jloody and perhaps a long conflict before 
.he present troubles are settled. The pub- 
ic feeling in the southern states is greatly 
ncensed against the north, and no doubt is 
expressed of a successful issue on the part 
of the southern^ troops.

The bulk of these men are encamped on 


the heights west of Nthe village. They have 
a battery of two 6 pounders and one 32 
pounder, all on the Maryland heights.— 
They have four batteries overlooking the 
bridges and from three quarters of a mile 
to three miles distant, these ^command the 
roads from Manassas JunctionV These bat 
teries consist in all of one 63 and five 35 
pounders, la rear of main fort,Vrback o: 
the bridge, is a battery, of one 64 pounder 
and twenty 32 and 6 pounders. These las 
command the approaches from the west.— 
All these guns are behind barracks of two 
line of timber filled in with gravel. From 
all appearances their supply of provisions 
was small. 


About four miles from the Ferry, at the 


little village of Knoxville, the Americat 
flag is kept flying, sustained by a sinal 
band of determined Unionists. Informant 
had occasion to test the fidelity of these 
men, and know that in all things they can 
be relied npon. 


The two large Columbiads lately shipped

Volunteers' Aid Fund. 


We publish to-day a statement from the 


.reasurer of this fund, acknowledging the 
receipt of §675.88 on the subscriptions to 
the volunteer aid fund, exclusive of the con- 
tribution of the town of Janesviile. 
The 


whcle amount of city subscriptions hereto- 
fore reported is $5,455. On this subscrip- 
tion an installment of 25 per cent, was call- 
ed something like two months ago. The 
amount acknowledged by the treasurer is 
but little more than one-half of what is due. 
There was a commendable alacrity and lib- 
erality in subscribing, and if the same spirit 
had been manifested in faying, the good 
work would not have been left only half 
done. 


To show the necessity of the prompt pay- 


ment of the installment now due, we have 
obtained from the relief committee a state- 
ment of its operations since its orgauiza- 
ion, Since the 20th of April, nineteen 
amities belonging to members of Captain 
Ely's company, comprising sixty-seven per- 
sons, have been aided by the committee to 
an average amount of $72 per week. Be- 
sides this aid to the families, the whole com- 
pany was boarded at the expense of the re- 
lief fund for some time, and several expen- 
ses had been paid from it. 
To-day the 


committee have have placed on their list 
nine families of Capt. Wheeler's company, 
making a total of twenty-eight families and 
ninety-three persons now dependent upon 
the committee. Whan this company leaves 
for camp, eleven more families of twenty- 
five persons will be added to the number 
for which the committee must provide.— 
This will throw upon the committee thirty- 
nine families of one hundred and eighteen 
persons from two companies only. If other 
companies should leave here, (as is not im- 
probable,) a corresponding increase of fam- 
ilies to be added may be reasonably expec- 
ted. 


This statement exhibits tbe necessity of 


a prompt payment of the subscriptions al- 
ready made, and if the war is to continue 
long, the fund must necessarily be increas- 
ed, or the aid now bestowed must be with- 
drawn. 


The people of Janesviile have claimed a 


jood deal of credit for their liberality in 
responding to the call made upon them in 
behalf of the volunteers who discharge the 
duty and incur the danger of defending the 
government while they are resting in peace 
and security at home. Let it not be justly 
said that the promises of aid were, on the 
part of any individual subscriber, only a 
cheap exhibition of patriotism, and that 
when a name got into the newspapers with 
a liberal subscription attached to it, the ob- 
ject of the professed donor was accomplish- 
ed. A credit business is good in its place, 
if you can find out where that place is ; but 
.n this particular case it is about the poor- 
est investment that can be imagined. 


Obstruction of Streets. 


The following is tbe ordinance directed 


to be published at the last meeting of the 
common council : 


("Kissed November 20. 1853.] 


AN ORDINANCE to prevent the Obstruction and In- 


cmnbrance of Street^ Highways, Sidewalks und Al- 
leys. 
The Mayor and Gammon Council of tJie 


Cily of Janesviile do ordain as follows ; 


SECTION 1. It shall not be lawful for any 


person or persons or corporations, to encum 
ber or obstruct, any street, highway, side- 
walk or alley, iu the city of Janesviile, with 
any article or thing whatever, without Lav- 
ing first obtained written permission from 
two aldermen of the ward, where said ob- 
struction is proposed to be made, under a 
penalty of five dollars for each day, or part 
of a day, such incumbrance or obstruction 
shall continue. 


SEC. 2. It shall not be lawful for any rail- 


road company, or any contractor, agent or 
servant of any railroad company, to ob- 
struct any street, highway, sidewalk or alley 
in the city of Janesville, by building any 
embankment, or making any cut, in or upon 
any such street, highway, sidewalk or alley, 
without having first obtained written per- 
mission from the aldermen of the ward 
where such obstruction is proposed to be 
made, under a penalty of fifty dollars for 
each day, or part of a day, such obstruc- 
tion shall continue: Provided, that in no 
case sball such permission be given when 
the grade or surface of any street, highway, 
sidewallv-or alley, as now used and existing, 
or hereafter established, will be permanent- 
ly changed or altered, in any roaunerwbat- 
soever, by the building and making of such 
proposed embankment or cut. 


SEC. 3. It shall not be lawful for any 


railroad company or any contractor, agenl 
or servant of any railroad company, to ob- 
struct any street, highway, sidewalk or al- 
ley, or upon any part thereof, under a pen- 
alty of fifty dollars for each day, or part o: 
a day such obstruction shall continue. 


SKC. 4. Permission may be given by the 


common council of the city, by ordinance, 
to any railroad company, to make embank- 
ments or cuts, in or upon any street or 
highway in the city on such terms as to the 
common council may seem fit and equita- 
ble, but such permission shall not be so con- 
strued as to affect the legal rights and reme- 
dies of any'persou, persons or corporations, 
injured thereby.

perhaps, the favorite of poor Ellsworth. 
The two soldiers, in the same room, were 
selecting their apparel for the next day's 
march. 
Capt. Wildey laid out his ordinary 


dress, and was preparing to put it on. 


Ellsworth had done the same thing-, but 


as Wildey was robing, Ellsworth stood in 
musing attitude. 
" Why don't you dress yourself?" asked 


Wildey, who was robing with considerable 
expedition. 


" I am thinking," said Ellsworth, slowly 
in what clothes I shall die/1 
" Die, my 'dear fellow I What do you 


talk of dying for ? 
Before you die you will 


see the American flag flying over every city 
in the Union, and all the secession 
ring- 


leaders will have been hung or exiled." 


Ellsworth shook his bead sadly, and said 


nothing for a moment. 
He then smiled his 


peculiar sweet and pensive smile, and open- 
ing a trunk produced an entire new uni- 
form as yet fresh from the hand of the 
tailor. 
" If I am to be shot to-morrow," said he 


—" and I have a presentiment that my
